On resuming the hearing of tlie Rural 
commission mi drawing yesterday inorn- 
iii;; Mr. Elliott took the oi'JKiilunity -to 
vail aTFentlori to the 'report in the Col- 
onist of- yesterday's date regarding the 
evidence given hy Miss Fruser on tho 
boo!:s of Edna Wight and Maud Mell.

Sir. Gregory took objection to the re- 
port of the Times dealing with the evi- 
dence of Mis.

I n explaining the position of (he mod- 
els witness stated that the pupils had II 
■model fur every six or eight desks ami 
they were placid in (he aisles, and in 
some eases the model- were changed to 



give the pupils the same view. The ex- 
ercises were not all done in rotation, some 
of the pupils doing the side view while 
others were doing the front. 

His Honor contended that the posi- 
tion of the models had nothing to do 
with whether the lines were ruled or 
not.

Witness; was not sure if she had been 
given the circular of .Inly II, liWBJ, hut 
she was aware of the substance of it 
and was aware of the fact that the 
scholars should not take their honks 
Inline, anil all work was lo he done 
miller her supervision. She had al- 
lowed the scholars to lake their books 
home because otherwise it would have 
heen impossible- to have I he exorcises 
completed before the examination. The 
hooks were usually collected under the 
supervision of Sliss Cameron, and placed 
in a drawer. She did not undertake the 
uly of teaching drawing till Febru- 
ry 1st. and had no voice in arraug- 



figure might have been ruled. With 
regard to the datum line, the scholars 
had permission to rule the line-. She 
had not innde it compulsory, hut it was 
optional on the part of the pupil, and 
she had never made tiny attempt to 
conceal the fuel from the department, 
During the term she hail a class of 
about 50 pupils, but thought it very 
unlikely that any of the pupils had 
used riders. During the term she saw 
one line that had been ruled, and had 
called the attention of the pupil to the 
fact nm) it was admitted that a ruler 
hud been used. The line was erased 
and then done freehand. During her 
interview al the department, several 
books from outside schools hud been 
shown her, but she did not know from 
what school they had come; and had 
no recollection of pointing out n line and 
saying it was ruled. 

Questioned as to what books had 
been taken home witness replied that 
Carter, Muir.hend, Meyer, Ellis, Mitchell 
and Sliss .McKay had all taken their 
books home. The Carter boy's book 
had been taken home because his first 
book had been mislaid in some manner. 
Ellis had been allowed to take his hook 
home to (dean it after he had finished 
the drawing. Jdiss Schwengers had 
taken her book home to do the scale 
drawing. 

Ill reply to Sir. Eberts, witness slat- 
ed tlutt during the first term she had 
found the pupils very trying, hut since 
then with the exception of one or two 
there had been no trouble, and as fai- 
ns she knew Sliss Cameron was not la 
the room to maintain discipline. 

ISxamiued by Sir. Gregory, witness 
stated that regarding the base line on 
page 23 of the book of .Mabel Boo?,, il 
might have been ruled us she had per- 
mission to do so. Regarding the lines 
on the cylinder, done by T. Whitwell, 
witness stated that they may have been 
ruled. By this she held that they may 
have been ruled, hut if she had 
that idea she would have asked 
the pupils. She was not sure that ev- 
ery pupil in the class had done the free- 
hand according lo instructions, and ir 
they had used the ruler for Hues other 
than the datum, they were dome so 
without her permission. Jesse McKay 
hud used a ruler without her knowledge 
and Briggs had also acknowledged lo 
having used a ruler without the knowl- 
edge of witness. 

Witness was sure, however, that not 
more than one other had used a ruler 
with the knowledge of either witness or 
Sliss Cameron. . Witness was in front 
of the class when the instructions were 
given to the pupils, but afterwards she 
was moving around the room, but could 

not set all the pupils tit the same 1i 

The general rule was for Sliss Cam- 
eron to be in front of the class, while 
witness was moving ahum the room. 

Replying to Sir. Gregory, as to wheth- 
er she intended to convey the idea that 
her judgment of drawing was so meagre 
that .-he would not form an opinion on 
the Sluirhead hook, witness said (hat 
she hud two opinions, one was from 
the character of the boy that the lints 
were ruled and the other from the 
drawing that they were not ruled. She 
was aware that he had used n ruler 
shortly after school opened but did not 
inform the department. 

Witness told Sir. Robinson in a let- 
ter that all the drawing except the da- 
tum lines had been done without rulers 
Witness was not aware of the fact that 
Briggs had used n ruler till four 
months after the question was lirst 
brought up and did not know regard- 
ing Sluirhead till it was made public 
through the press. 

Witness did not see any pupil use a 
piece of paper to rule or to measure. 

Sir. Gregory called attention to the 
fact that Miss Clay had said she used 
a piece of paper to measure. Witness 
explained that the paper was used in 
the same manner as a lead pencil. 

Regarding the exercises, witness 
stilted that the pupils wore doing dif- 
ferent exercises at one time, some would 
be (bung a front view and others n 
side view. The models were not di- 
rectly in front of the pupil, but were 
in the aisle and the pupil hud to lean 
out to see them. 

in answer to Sir. Eberts. witness 
stated that the pupils were allowed to 
do model drawing on other pieces of 
paper before doing it on the book. 

Answering Sir. Gregory. witness 
stated that the pupils would all have 
the same view of the model when do- 
ing the same exercise. 

Witness was not sure. if she had been 
given all the circulars, but knew of the 
regulation requiring that the exercise 
should be .'t or 4 inches larger than fig- 
ure given in the hook. 

An adjournment was then taken ti'' 
out to see it.

Report of the Thirteenth Annual 
Meeting Which Took Place at 
La Grande, Ore. 



The thirteenth annual meeting of the 
Northwest Fruit Growers' Association, 
which includes besides the province of 
British Columbia the .states of Oregon, 
Washington, Idaho, Montana and Utah, 
took place at La Grande, Oregon, on | 
Wednesday. Thursday and Friday, the 
3rd, 4th and 5th instants, and was at- 
tended by representatives from the 
different states, Including professors 
from the different colleges, and by Mr. 
J. R. Anderson, deputy minister of 
agriculture, a'nd Mr. Maxwell Smith, 
Dominion fruit inspector, from British 
Columbia. 

The attendance throughout was good, 
the rooms of I he Commercial Club, 
where the convention was held, being 
at times crowded with people of both 
sexes, who took great interest in the 
proceedings, many taking pari In the 
discussions which followed the ad- 
dresses. 

Opening of Convontion 

The meeting was opened by I be 
president, Mr. K. K. Smith, the veteran 
fruit grower of Mood River, who called 
on Rev. Bdwiri B. Hayes for an open- 
ing prayer, after which Mayor .1. D, 
Slater liiude an address of welcome, 
followed by a reply from the president 
and reports from the vice presidents of 
the various states and British Colum- 
bia, the secretary, treasurer and special 
committees. 

Twenty-three addresses were made 
during the convention, Including one 
on "Home Grown Trees," \ by Mr. An- 
derson, and "The Fruit Industry in 
Canada," by Mr. Maxwell Smith. The 
addresses covered a wide range, em- 
bracing pretty well all phases of the 
fruit industry, most of them of the 
utmost value to fruit growers. Prob- 
ablv the most brilliant, eliciting (bo 
greatest interest and possibly of the 
greatest value to our neighbors, was 
an address by Prof, E. D. Ball, ento- 
mologist of V tab, on bis successful ex- 
periments in dealing with that pest of 
pests, the codling moth. This pest, 
although as yet. principally through 
the efforts of the efficient inspector of 
the board of horticulture. Mr. Thomas 
Cunningham, not one which troubles 
us, must nevertheless sooner or later 
be a factor !n our fruit growing in- 
dustry to be dealt with, for it. is idle 
to expect, even with the most rigid in- 
spection, that wo can wholly escape, 
and therefore any efficient means of 
dealing with It is necessarily of the 
greatest value to all fruit growers. 
A Fine Fruit Display . 

A line display of fruit grown in the 
nearby states was made, and the pro- 
ceedings were enlivened by the music 
furnished by local talent. 

Some desire was expressed that the 
next place of meeting should be In this 
province, but the time was not con- 
sidered ripe as yet for such a step, 
and therefore, in order to give British 
Columbia growers an opportunity of 
attending, Seattle was fixed upon. 

The election of officers resulted as 
follows: President.

A MISSIONARY'S REPORT. 

Board of Foreign Missions Advised of 
Situation in China. 


Boston, Jan. 13.— The American 
board of commissioners for foreign 
missions has received a special report j 
from Rev. William ,V- Anient, D. D„ 
missionary of the board In Pekln, 
China, Concerning the situation In that j 
country. Dr. Anient says that the 
natives In Pekln have announced their 
desire for a newspaper devoted to the 
Interests of women in China, and that 
the women e>f Shanghai have joined In 
the boycott of American goods there. 
Dr. Anient adds: 

"A sign not of comfortable portent Is 
the enlarged military activity out of 
proportion to the financial strength of 
the empire. Uniformed men abound, 
far more than the real need of the 
empire requires. Munitions of war are 
purchased which will soon be old and 
worthless. 

"One man In China seems to be 
working with an intelligent Idea of his 
country's Interests. The man is former 
Minister to the United States Wu Tung 
Fang, Notwithstanding much obloquy 
and opposition, be has secured the 
abolition of torture In the country atnd 
secured legislation on such matters as 
commerce, patents and trade murks, 
and made the relations between people 
and officials far more cordial than 
formerly. The whole local proceed- 
ings of Chinesee courts are to be re- 
constructed, which means the begin- 
ning eif n now era in China."

• THE PROVINCIAL SURPLUS. 

Our readers will have seen from the 
summary of the Public Accounts, 
■which appeared in the Colonist of yes- 
terday, the financial state of affairs as 
it exists. They will have observed 
that for t he financial year ending June 
30, 1903, the statement of receipts und 
expenditures was as follows:

Is developed, where is the other 
$15,000,000 to come from? If we knock 
off $5,000,000 of that amount for waste 
and as excessive In cost compared with 
what the same roads, trails and bridges 
could be built at the present time — a 
very liberal reduction — where are the 
$10,000,000 to come from? Must the 
province go on and borrow and get 
more in debt In order to pay its way, 
when It is contributing annually to the 
federal coffers from $1,000,000 to 
$1,500,000 more than it gets back, and 
more than is required for legitimate 
federal expenditure In this province? 

Logically there is no escape from the 
conclusion- that we must have better 
terms, fairer terms, from the Dominion. 



Net surplus $ 222, 35S 

Ass was pointed out before, this is the 
first surplus, about which there can be 
absolutely no dispute, In twenty-eight 
years, and only once before In the 
history of the province. Last year the 
surplus existed quite as really as it 
does this year, but the opposition 
claimed that the accounts were doc- 
tored to obtain the desired result. /If 
we accept their statement for the, sake 
of promoting peace In the political 
household, there will be no question in 
reference to the surplus now claimed. 
It will be seen, too, from the public 
accounts submitted by the Finance 
Minister that the estimates of revenue 
from taxes and other controlable 
sources of revenue were Hear the mark. 
There were large increases over the 
estimates in land and timber sales, 
showing that investment Is active. 

There is a feature of the situation 
that must be kept carefully in mind — 
that while there is a substantial sur- j 
plus to boast of, that Is due to the fact 
that III the receipts are included 
$225,000 received from the Dominion : 
government as the province's share of ; 
the Chinese restriction tax. That in 
future will be entirely eliminated. We I 
are, therefore, faced with this fact, that | 
from legitimate and stable sources of | 
revenue the province has been able 
barely to make revenue balance ex- j 
pendlture. In fact, without Chinese | 
revenue there would have been a slight i 
deficit. 

Notwithstanding the increase in 
taxation, the reduction of expenditure 
in public works, the exercise of severe 
economy in all departments, and the 
increase of revenue from Indirect 
sources, there still remains the neces- 
sity for the same rigid care and econ- 
omy in t lie details of expenditure, Be- 
cause there Is a surplus this year there 
is no reason to hope that there will be 
one next year. The government has 
done well. It lias lifted the province 
out of a very deep hole and placed It 
on a self-supporting basis; but by 
straining '.'very endeavor there Is no 
prospect of more than holding our own. 
In view of .the large requirements of 
development, and especially In view of 
the opening up of the great northern 
interior at an early date, tho revenues 
available are not nearly adequate to 
meet them. 

British Columbia is the only prov- 
ince in the Dominion in which there 
is direct taxation. Here we derive 
about $800,000 from that source. In 
any of the other eight provinces a 
proposition to Impose direct taxes 
would, as an Eastern exchange ex- 
pressed it, put any government "out of 
business" that attempted It. In 13rit- 
ish Columbia It would be Impossible to 
conduct public business without resort 
to taxes. 

The situation remains as it was 
practically and confirms the contention 
made by the Colonist so frequently, 
that without increased subsidies from 
the Dominion government the prov- 
ince of British Columbia cannot ade- 
quately fulfil the duties of administra- 
tion imposed on It by Hie terms of 
union. If we take the matter of roads, 
bridges and trails, those we have cost, 
since Confederation, about $15,000,000. 
Only a fringe of the province has been 
roaded and bridged. It X within the 
next ten years a similar additional area 



WHAT IS SOCIALISM ? 

We have bees asked to state specifi- 
cally what Socialism is, or in other 
words to give nn exact definition of what 
it implies ami teaches. That is very 
difficult. We do not know that socialist* 
have ever definitely agreed unions 
themselves as to what really the doc- 
trines nre that they profess. That is to 
say, while each individual mishl with 
tolerable clearness outline his own ideas 
on the subject, ho could not speak for his 
neighbor. 

There are ninny dictionary, eneyolop- 
dic and other academic definitions, hut 
the up-to-date, everyday socialist will 
not decent them as authorized or accur- 
ate. We enn quite understand that, as 
there are many phases of socialism. 
Taking the continental countries, for in- 
stance, the Russian, (ionium, French. 
English or Italian socialist has each his 
own particular code. His aims anil 
methods are in each case different; and 
then, again, the continental socialist dif- 
fers materially from tin- American so- 
cialist in views. The conditions which 
exist in each country, and the different 
local problems account for the varia- 
tions that exist. 

There are on the oilier hand certain 
underlying principles which arc gener- 
ally recognized, what may lie regarded 
as international anil cosmopolitan. Mod- 
ern socialism is becoming mure and more 
international in its character; and the 
effort now is to consolidate nil socialists 
on common lines. The doctrines, as at 
present expounded are, like the teachings 
of science, for instance, the result of 
an evolution, and in fairness to their 
disciples we cannot judge them now by 
the tenets of fifty or a hundred years 
ago. 

There are many economic beliefs' 
which have socialism as a base hat which 
present radical differences. For instance 
it may be said that nihilists, anarchists, 
and communists nre nil socialists — that 
is to say, they have some teachings that 
nre common — but all socialists are not 
by any means nihilists, anarchists or 
communists. 

The Standard Dictionary has the fol- 
lowing as ilefiuitious under the word 
."socialism-; 

Socialism. — A theory of civil polity that 
alms to secure the reconstruction of so- 
ciety. Increase of wealth, anil a more 
equal distribution of tho products of labor 
through the public collective ownership of 
land and capital (us distinguished from 
property), and the public collective man- 
agement of nil Industries. Its motto, "Every 
one according ro his deeds." 

Socialism, as claimed by Its advocates. 
Is distinguished from communism In not 
demanding a community <>f goods or prop- 
erty, n nd from nationalism In not asking 
Unit all Individuals shall be rewarded 
alike. Fabianism In a modified form of 
socialism Hun alms to bring uliout similar 
results through the Knblnn policy of put- 
ting Industry under state ownership only 
so fast ns the state can be inuile ready 
to operate it. 

Formerly any theory or system having 
for Its object the amelioration of society, 
and especially tl levntlou of Ihe work- 
ing c'nsses; sometimes also, popularly, 
any one oT n variety of social theories, in- 
cluding even anarchy aud nllilllsm, though 
It has not necessarily any connection with 
t hem. 

Christian Socialism. Christianity applied 
(o social reform. In aeconlance with the 
views of Maurice Kingsley ami Ludlow 
(1848-52). Their views were In opposition 
to the Manchester competitive system, 
elevation of the working classes by a Just 
und generous appreciation of their rich's 
mill essential brotherhood, insistence on 
ethical and spiritual principles as the true 
bonds of society, und promotion or co- 
operative associations. 

State Socialism. — A form of socialism or- 
iginating with Prince Bismarck In 1881, 

having for its object the nholltl if social 

evils by positive measures of legislation 
tor the good of the working men. Among 
these were state arrangements for the In- 
surance of workmen against accidents, 
old age and the like, and cooperative as- 
sociations under state protection, 

The foregoing is, of course, academic, 
and ns we have stated is not satisfact- 
ory to the practical socialist, who is very 
hard to hind down to exact definitions. 
We have, however, the platform of the 
socialistic parly of Canada, and us each 
member of that party subscribes to it in 
person in bis own handwriting, we may 
lie tolerably sure or our ground in quot- 
ing from it. That represents everyday 
socialism ns we are confronted with it. 
It is definite not only in its uiins but 
in its met bods. It. has no illusions, no 
creed, no nationality, no seirtimentnlism, . ft 
no superstitions, it its absolutely cold- 
blooded. It has no Bible, but the blue 
book from which it collates statistics 
most industriously as lo the conditions 
which obtain, and mathematically make 
apparent Hie social and other inequali- 
ties of our present system. 

Turning to thi.s platform, we liud it 
affirmed that as labor produces all wealth 
to labor till wealth should Justly belonog; 
nnd, further, that under the present cap- 
italistic system the products of all labor 
belong to the en pi tn list, lie being master 
and the- workman the slave. Abolition 
of the wage system is one of the main 
objects aimed at. The programme is: 

"1. The transformation, as rapidly as 
possible, of capitalistic property or tin' 
wealth production (natural resources, 
factories, mills, railways, etc,,) into the 
collective property of the working class. 

"2. Thorough and democratic organiz- 
ation and management of industry by 
the workers. 

".'i, The establishment ns speedily as 
possible, of production for use instead 
of production for profit." 

The one word, which more nearly than 
any oilier describes the system aimed at, 
is collectiveness. or ownership in the 
muss, willi the elimination of all private 
interest as such. 

The modern socialist, however, recog- 
nizes the present governmental and iu-

Steamer Xcll. recently rebuilt at the 
Georgetown mills after fire gutted the 
■vessel a year ago, is a total wreck on 
a rock oil' Point Kyan near Metlakat- 
lah. according to news brought yester- 
day morning by the 0. P. K. steamer 
Tees, which returned from Nans and 
way ports o£ Northeru British Oolum- 
ibia. The Nell was <m her way to Vic- 
toria on her lirst yoj'nge, and was to 
call at the Skeenil to load lumber for 
Victoria, when she dragged her anchors 
during a heavy gale on January 3rd and 
-wen! ashore. Siie was hard and fast on 
the rock by the stern which was tilted 
up on the rock while the bow w;i- par- 
tially submerged when the ('. 1'. It. 
nt earner went North, and there was little 
change in the position of the steamer 
when the Tees- sailed smith again. The 
day following the departure of the Tees 
from Metlakatlah a heavy southwest 
gale blew and it was felt red this Would 
cause the ves ;°] to break up. 

The Nell nail solic boats in tow when 
she went iui-j Duncan bay on her v.v- 
age smith and one went adrift. While 
the steamer was seeking to recover the 
derelict Imal a hawser was wound about 
■ >ne of her propellers and when the 
storm canie ii found the steamer with 
one propeller disabled. The ether ('ill 
not save her from being driven iishoro 
in the dale. The hull of the stranded 
vessel was soon penetrated by the rocks, 
ami it was considered doubtful if she 
would be recovered. The Tees brought 
a number of barrels to be place, 1, in the 
Htranded vessel, bill it was not thought 
they would prove of much use. Captain 
Oliver had ordered bis crew to take ev- 
erything possible out of the wrecked 
vessel. 

The new Nidi which met iisastor oi 
her maiden nip was twenty feel longer 
than the former vessel, which was built 
by Indians at Georgetown mills and 
completed by I'aul Ivitlo, in the Hud- 
son's Bay t'o.'s service. The steamer 
was burned to tin' water about a year 
ago at the Georgetown mills and it was 
decided In rebuild her. lengthening and 
improving the vessel. The steamer ^vas 
practically a new vessel with the en- 
gines and boilers of the old craft placed 
in her. 

The Tees brought ''•'■> passengers from 
the North, including a number of well 
known cannery men, among them being 
Messrs. McTavish of River's Inlet. W. 
Chambers. Woods ami Henry. Three 
men who were employed in repair work 
at the lighthouse on Egg island also ar- 
rived by the steamer. Owing to bad 
weather and lack of communication the 
trio had been three months on Mug is- 
land. Rough weather, with; snowstorms 
and high winds, was encountered during 



the voyage. The steamer will sail North 
again tomorow evening. 



THE BOYCOTT'S EFFECTS. 

Flour Shipments to China So Small 
That Many Mills Close Down. 

The bovcott against. United States 
merchandise is being well maintained 
by China, as is shown by the manifes- 
to of outward bound Oriental liners. 
The steamer Oanfa which sailed this 
week carried only 750 tons of Hour for 
China, where previously steamers took 
7,000 tons. Flour was formerly one of 
the principal items of cargo. 

ifov I lie past few months Chinese 
cargo has been falling off rapidly and 
although some Hour is still being ex- 
ported, it is bill ii small fraction of the 
. heretofore normal trade. The fact that 
I Vladivostok alone has imparted about 
o|),(lllll tons of Hour from I'uget Sound 

in the last live l iths has furnished 

the millers with some business. Other- 
wise, they would have been forced to 
(dose their plants long ago. 

A telegram from Spokane tells bow 
the flouring mills of the Palls Cil.v have 
closed down because of the shutting oil 
of orders from China as n result of the 
bovcott. The same condition exists with 
the mills at Seattle, ami is likely to af- 
fect the mills in this city. Mills ill 
Washington with an output of leu of 
thousands of barrels daily tire liable to 
be hurl by the refusal of the Chinese 
to buy American Hour. The boycott is 
being' felt by c ry milling company on 
the const. Onl.i recently an American 
naval officer who had been sent to in- 
vestigate conditions in China, asserted 
that ibe Aniericnn warehouses over 
there were piled lo the roofs with Hour 
wliieh could not he sold. Until the boy- 
cott was well umlir way, there was a 
murk ol for practically all the Hour our 
millers were able to ship to the Chin- 
ese ports.

As a matter of fact, City Engineer 
Thompson has had concealed about his 
person for a month or two past a prop- | 
osition in go before the people ami as,* 
them to authorize the issuance ol more 
citv light bonds to the tune of any- 
where from $31)0,000 to £1,000,000. The' 
latter figure .Mr. Thompson is said lo 
prefer, although he will say nothing. 

By February I, the city lighting fund i 
will be practically without a penny, and I 
all work on extensions and line build- 
ing must cease unless the water fund 

can be agai ulcted to keep the ma- ! 

chine- at the light stations going. One 
reason for ibis deplorable condition of 
affairs is that the revenues from com- 
mercial lighting received iii December 
by the department .aggregate only the 
trilling sum of $8'4LV-. The revenues 
for l he present nionl b w ill not run over 
$1,250. It costs between $J,500 and 
$2,000 per month to operate the light 
plant alone, to say nothing of material 
needed for installing new lights for the 
construction of polo lines, the string- 
ing of wires and the employment of so- 
licitors, etc. The monthly revenue from 
commercial lighting now falls several 
hundred dollars a month below the bare) 
cost of running the machines and mak- 
ing t he cum al.

Money From General Fund 

Bonds to the amount of $840,000 
have been authorized by the' people for 
the construction of the city lighting 
plant. The annual interest charges on 
these bonds is $32,125. The operating 
expenses of the plant: arc figured approx- 
imately $20,000 per annum. This is 
wit limit regard to expenditures in new 
construction or extensions, etc. The fi- 
nance committee last year provided for 
a revenue for the lighting department 
from the tax levy of $88,248, which is 
supposed to hike care of the interest 
charges and the' cost of operation. This 
money conies from the general fund and 
is paid in taxes 'by the property own- 
ers of tile city of Seattle. 

In the face of this showing, the city 
officials ire planning to extend the 
wires and poles of the municipality to 
every part of the city. The people are 
to be asked to vote for another bond is- 
sue of from $30(j,'000 lo $1,000,000 aft- 
er tin- general election in March. The 
programme includes the .sand-bagging of 
the park bond issue, which is not to be 
permitted to get' past the council, if 
the wishes of certain eouncilincn are 
carried out. These are willing to see the 
city launched forth on u costly policy 
of electric line extension and construc- 
tion, while the city loses thousands of 
dollars by being unable to purchase now 
the ground required for the parks and 
boulevards system under the Oluisteud 
plan.

This niteh'od is good ofr 
A despatch from Washington gives 
1 1 io following particulars of work ou the 
Panama canal: Conditions on the Is- 
ihtnus of Panama and the progresss 
ilmnis of Panama and the progresss 
which is being made mi the gigantic 
enterprise before the Canal Commission 
were sel forth in the annual report of 
that body for the year ending December 
J, submitted to President Roosevelt to- 
day. According to the report, the 
work up to this time has been confined 
(mostly to the preparatory operations, 
•lit hough some excavation work has 
1 n in progress which will mostly 



the first essential was its thorough snn- 
itutio.ii. Four thousand one hundred 
men are now employed in the sanitary 
Undertaking and so thorough has been 
their work that yellow fever has been 
virtually extirpated . Between April 
•and October there were 184 eases, 57 
of them fatal. Sincu thou there have 
been no new cases. 

The mortality and hospital statistics 
bear witness to the success of the health 
department during the year. The death 
rate on the Isthmus bus been about 
."ili.TS per 1(1(10, but among employes of 
the commission it has been only 24.30 
per 1000. In October, 184, when the 
French company had on the Isthmus a 
force of 10,234, it lost, 104 men. In 
October, 1005, the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission 'and the Panama Uir'lroad Com- 
pany, employing 10,085 men, lost only 
55. Malarial fever was the cause of 
more deaths than any other disease. 
Consumption ranked next, then pneu- 
monia, yellow fever, dysentery and di- 
arrhea. 

Providing Food and Houses. 
Other essentials were the providing of 
suitable habitations for employees and 
the establishment of a rood supply 
which would afford all employees the 
opportunity to obtain wholesome food at 
a reasonable cost. Of 2175 buildings 
inherited from the French company, -'- 
were destroyed. During the year til!) 
of the others have been repaired, oS new 
building's erected and »>7 more are being 
constructed. Two new hotels have been 
completed and authority for eight more 
have been granted. In this work 2400 
inen are employed and additions are he- 



fed for y() cents per day, and the higher 
class of employes for SKI cents. 

To create a substitute for the sanitary 
restraints of home, family and public 
opinion of the eoanmunity from which 
the employes are freed, eight buildings 
have been assigned to church purposes 
and, ■when they shall have been com- 
pleted, sehoolhouses will be available ou 
Sundays for the holding of religious ser- 
vices. The commission also offered to 
provide buildings for clubhouses, the 
cluhs to be maintained by the members 
and to cost in no ca.se more than S7500. 
Handing rorams have been established 
anil a vessel is utilized for free excur- 
sions for employes. Free quarters are 
granted to the officers and employes of 
the commission and these are given a 
reduced rate of transportation between 
Colon and New York. 

• Labor Problem Difficult. 

The question of labor is a very per- 
plexing one. A sulficienl suply can he 
secured from the near-by tropical islands 
and countries, so far as quantity is con- 
cerned, hut unless these men can lie 
made more efficient',, it will be necessary 
to find a better class. The present wage 
varies from SO cents to $1.04 per day 
in gold. As compared with the best 
common labor in the United States, its 
efficiency is rated at from !!."> to 'X\ per 
cent. Over Ml per cent, of the employes 
are now and will continue to be alien 
laborers. The application of the eight- 
hour law will increase the cost of con- 
struction of the canal at least J,~> per 
cent, and add many millions of unneces- 
sary expenditure.

This would withdraw 
about 16,000,000 hours' labor a. day from 
the market without discharging a single 
laborer. The Industrial vacum I bus 
created would bo equal to. increasing 
the demand for labor nearly twenty 
per cent. In other words, without in- 
creasing either our home or foreign 
market, but simply to supply the pres- 
sent normal consumption, It would cre- 
ate employment fur L', 000, 000 laborers, 
which is nearly equal to seventy per 
cent, of the total number of able-bodied 
paupers and unemployed laborers In 
America, England, France and Ger- 
many.

Growing 
weary of solitary confinement, he 
watches his opportunity, and walks out 
and away. 

His mother is "busy," or disinclined 
just now to go to the trouble which a 
.second punishment would demand, so 
.she;' angrily threatens dire consequen- 
ces — "next time." 

But the next time sees a repetition 
Of the offence, and also, of the threat; 
and the piiuishiunient and the warning 
alike fall into contempt; as do other 
.punishments and warnings; till the 
child, unless when given a severe whip- 
ping, shuffles off all punishments, and

Do 
this every 4 or S weeks. Always brush 
the hair well each day and massage th" 
scalp for 5 or 10 minutes.

chin, under the skin and often very sure. 
It' you call help me I shall feel very 
grateful to you. 

Answer.— About the only thing you 
can do with the clothing mentioned is 
to spread over the affected portions a 
paste made of fuller's earth and mag- 
nesia; liang iii tin' fresh air; when thor- 
oughly dry let remain still covered with 
the dried paste for some hours, even 
-i or -IS nut; being too long; then brush 
the powder well out of the goods. 

Prevention is a better cure. Bathe 
the body in hot water and add to it a 
little powdered alum; wipe the skin 
quickly with a cloth wet in alcohol, 
lit) per cent, and dust the armpits with 
powdered alum and cornstarch, equal 
parts. In the meantime overcome the 
habit of excessive perspiration by tak- 
ing the following: To a bottle of port 
wine add one tahlespoonl'ul of Hour of 
sulphur, let stand one day, shaking well 
every hour or so; then take a dessert- 
spoonful three times a day till the 
trouble is overcome. 

This may (lo away with the lumps 
under the skin. These are probably 
caused by stomach or indigestion: Avoid 
greasy foods and ton heating a diet. 
Your doctor would tell you their cause, 
but error in diet is the most probable. 
A two months' course of Bland 
iron iulls. with a gentle cathartic, or 
laxative, like the sulpher, often removes 
such annoyances.

Jy tell me how to prepare raw beef for !

Answer. — Itttw beef is prepared in 
various ways: Take fresh lean beef, I 
the very best, and chop very line, i 
sprinkle with salt and pepper and spread 
between thin slices of graham or white 
bread, well buttered. 

Raw beef, tea: Chop lean beef line, 
put in n small quantity of cold water 
with a pinch of sail, let stand eight or 
ten hours, then press through a line 
wire strainer.. 

Another method of preparing beef to 
be eaten raw: To !) ounces of raw 
in < i 1 1 add .'! ounces of shelled sweet 
almonds and 1-il ounce of shelled bitter 
almonds and ." ounces of white sugar, 
beat together in a marble mortar, or 
grind and press in a heavy earthen 
bowl.

During the first days of the 
year 1840 a charter grant of the -whole 
island of Vancouver was made to the 
company, and in the same year Mr. 
Richard Blanshard was sent out from 
'Fnglaml 1 as the first Colonial Governor. 

Rlaushiird's rule was neither very long 
nor very strong, and in two years he re- 
turned home, giving place to the real 
founder of the colony, Governor Douglas. 

Douglas' first care, at the instance of 
the Home Government was to call to- 
gether a representative assembly, for this 
purpose the island of Vancouver was 
divided into four electoral constituencies. 
The seven members of this young parlia- 
ment met first in a' square-walled build- 
ing within the furl. 

The House of Assembly of Vancouver 
Island was opened by Governor Douglas 
on August 12th, 1850, and' in this con- 
nection Victorians fondly remember two 
names, those of the chaplain and the 
speaker of the House. 

Most of the pioneers of colonial days 
having borne the day's burden and heat 
have passed away, hut these two Em- 
pire-builders, scholarly gentlemen of the 
od school, are still spared to us. Bishop

In buttercup-time, 1842, he who was 
to become the "Father of the Colony," 
James Douglas, writes of the site of 
the present Victoria: "It is a pleasant 
and convenient place for the establish- 
ment, and decidedly the most valuable 
part of the island that we had the good 
fortune to discover." 

Sixty years after, Edcar Wallace, of 
the London Daily Mail, calls us the 
"Johnny Head-iu-thc-Air City of Can- 
ada." He says, "Ottawa fancies her- 
self somewhat out of the common in 
social goods. Toronto, well-dressed and 
pretty, opines, in the coarse but expres- 
sive language of New York, that she is 
no slouch; but in Victoria, hospitable 
and generous as she is, you feel you 
have got up against the finest Colonial 
copy of Miiyfair that exists within the 
hounds of the Empire." 

Mr. E. S. Knight, in his "With the 
Royal Tour," is not quite so caustic 
He says, among other pleasant things, 
"Victoria has often been described as 
being the most English city in Canada, 
and the visitor soon realises that this is 
| the case, a considerable colony of lirit- 
ish gentlefolk, including many retired 
j naval and military officers, is settled in 
! the beautiful environs uf the city. Tim

There were two reasons for placing 
Ihe Hudson's Ray fori, the nucleus of ■, 
the city of Victoria, where it was 
place, I. The American claims to ihe 
possession of the "Oregon country." the 
first low threats of "lifty-foiir forty, or 
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Cold and Grip leniedy. removes the 
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It was Hie s| earner "Heaver" that 
brought Douglas and bis fifteen men 
from Curt Vancouver on the Columbia 
that early March day of 18411, to CtllllO- 
sun (Victoria) harbor. 

The "Reaver" as a history-maker de- 
serves more than passing notice. She 
was the lirsl steamer to ply the waters 
of the I'acilie, and the first to make, the 
voyage from Europe westward across 
the I'acilie. If we wish to attend the 
birthday christening party of the Httlo 
"Leaver" we .must go back to the days 
of William IV., the Sailor-King. 

In the summer of 1833 the "Company 
of Adventurers trading into Hudson's 
Ray" ordered I he building of a craft 
which should be used to trade from 
harbor to harbor of their Northern Pac- 
ific fur-posts. 

Xo expense was spared in her con- 
si riiel ion, Ihesc were the palmy days of 
Hie Hon. H. I',. Co.. and well did the 
old "Beaver" repay her owners for the 



good _ workmanship put into her con- 
struction. Kor over fifty years in ano- 
ther hemisphere and a new ocean was 
she to do brave pioneer service, piling 
up an honorable record of work dune 
squarely and imwnsted days. 

At her launching tne King attended 
in person, and it was the hand of a 
i.uehess that broke the christening bot- 
tle. Her engines were made by the 
first firm in the world to make 'ships' 
engines, Messrs. Rotilton and Watt, her 
length over all being 10.1 ].;( feet. The 
company built as escort to the "Rea- 
ver" a barque of 310 tons burden, the 
'Columbia,'' and on the 20th of August, 
1833. the two pioneers stole down the 
Thames without incident, and Cape 
Horn passed. 

Then for nearly four months, with 
her prow turned northward, did the 
plucky little black steamer ply the 
waters of an untried ocean. She was 
little and unpretentious ami homely, but 
she was "the first that ever burst into 
that silent sea." Henceforth the his- 
tory of the "Heaver" is the history of 
the colonisation of Xort h-west America. 

She poked her inquisitive nose into 
river-estuaries audi land-locked seas; she 
made frequent trips as far as Sitka 
(Alaska): and it was in her furnaces 
that the first bituminous coal discovered 
on the coast was tested. We have seen 
that the "Reaver" brought to Cainosun 
the founders of Victoria; in 1838-9 the 
"Reaver" carried the Cariboo miners to 
the far-famed b'raser fields; next year 
she took a prominent qart in the ".San 
Juan Affair;" she carried up and down 
the coast the Imperial hydrogrnphcrs 
who prepared the first (and only) charts 
of these northern waters, and she died 
in harness. 

It was on a summer night of 1SSS 
that the little steamer piled up on the 
rocks at the harbor entrance to Van- 
couver City. Lor four years she hung 
there, and none so poor to do her rever- 
euce\ Then a passing steamer came 
close in one night and gave her wash, 
the "Beaver" shuddered through all her 
oaken ribs, "then broke her mighty 
heart." and the great Houlton-bliill boil- 
ers slipped down into the sea. Then 
came t he relic-hunter; her slcru-board 
is preserved in the Provincial museum, 
her hull may yet be raised and placeb 

on exhibition. It was the 1 of a 

long life and an honorable one. .May 
we be able to show as clean a record 
when we pass into the "place of weeds 
and outworn faces." 

No excuse is offered for this brief his- 
tory of the "Heaver" — il is very per- 
tinent to our subject; northward and 
westward — seaward — did Victoria look | 
S ill those lirsl days for her commerce, 
northward and westward do we still look. 

from the Indian village of the Song- 
j bees tribe did the curious and angry na- 
tives paddle out lo inspect the "Heaver" 
thai March day of 1843., What might it 
| mean, this "big canoe that smokes and 
I thunders V" And dames Douglas and his 
men, with what feelings did these pio- 
neers of long ago look around them, I 
wonder, as they stood among the wild 
lilies, and heard the larks sing of spring? 

An Empire's history is making that 
day, and this little group of fifteen men 
are about to begin a chapter. To this 
end they employ no cunning colors of the 
cloister, hewn logs and cedar posts are 
their writing tools. They came, these 
sturdy Scols, to build a fort for the Hud- 
son's Hay Company; hard tasks and rug- 
ged duties were theirs, and no visions of 
a Greater Britain from ocean to ocean 
had they. 

The fort was built and named Caiuo- 
Btin. 

dailies Deans thus describes il: as he 
saw it in 1833: "The liantioiis were of 
hewn logs, thirty feet high, and were 
connected by palisades ramie twenty feet, 
in height. 'Within the palisades were 
the stores, cookhouse, blacksmith shop, 
and chapel. The ground to the extent 
of an acre was cleared and enclosed by 
a palisade, forming a square. At the 
northeast and southeast corners were 



broad-minded, courageous, yet withal 
gentle and most kindly, will be held in 
affectionate remembrance as long as one 
stone stands on another in Victoria city, 
or honor is a name to conjure with. 

In opening the Rouse of Assembly in 
ISoli, Governor Douglas in his inaugural 
speech noted that this was the first 
known instance of representative institu- 
tions being granted in the infancy of a 
British colony. lie goes on to say, "self- 
supporting and defraying all the expenses 
of its own government, it presents a 
striking contrast to every other colony in 
the British Empire, ami, like the native 
pine fo its own storm-beaten promontor- 
ies, it has acquired a slow but hardy 
growth." 

What better figure for Douglas him- 
self than the sturdy pine! When one 
•has been permitted to read the official 
"despatches" of ante-electric days — stiff 
blue documents in ceremonious old-world 
phraseology — which reached Victoria 
•'direct from England, round the Horn," 
one is on doubt whether to most admire 
the way Sir James dealt with the In- 
dians, or the masterly diplomacy which 
he showed in steering a sensible course, 
notwithstanding instructions from 
Downing street, which to even versatile 
Swivcllcr would have proved "stagger- 
ers." 

One despatch which I saw ran some- 
thing like this, I quote from memory: 
"Yon will immediately proceed to gather

We have said that Fort Victoria of 

old days looked north and west for her 

trade. Just two Tacts will illustrate 

what I mean by this. In the year 1845 

a lleet of five American whalers drop- 
ped Into Caniosun harbor and outfitted; 

and yearly after that they called in to 

Fort Victoria for their supplies, until the 

finally, it was decided that the Ha- 
waiian Islands offered a more convw- 

ient port of call. 

In 1847 two Russian vessels came to

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Prof. Huxley on the Herring Industry 



Nature, seems to offer us a hint as to 
the way in whieli a fish like the shad, 
which is so closely allied to the lierrini;, 
has acquired the habit of ascending riv- 
ers to deposit its eggs ill purely fresh 
wa tor. 

If a full female herring is gently 
squeezed over a vessel of sen-water, the 
eggs will rapidly pour out untl sink to 
'.he hottow, In which they immediately 
adhere with mi much teniicity that, in 
half nil hour the vessel may 1)0 inverted 
without their dropping out, When spawn- 
ing lakes place naturally the eggs fall to 
the bottom llilll attach themselves in a 
similar fashion. l!ut, at this time, the 
assembled lisll dart wildly about, and 
the water becomes cloudy with the shed 
Uuid of the milk, The eggs thus become 
fecundated as they fall, and the develnp- 
tuicut of the young within the ova sticking 
to the bottom commences at: once. 

The first detinite nnd conclusive evi- 
dence as to the manner in which herring 
spawn is attached and becomes develop- 
ed that 1 know of, was obtained by Prof. 
Alluian and Dr, MaeBnin in 1802 in the 
Firth of forth. By dredging in locali- 
ties in which spent herring were observed 
mi the first of March, Prof. Alluian 
lii-oughl. up spawn in abundance at a 
depth of fourteen to twenty-one fathoms. 
Jt was deposited on the surface of the 
stone, shingle, and gravel, and on old 
shells nnd coarse shell-sand, and even 
mi shells of small living crabs and other 
crustneca, adhering tenaciously to what- 
ever it had fallen on. No spawn was 
found in any other part of the Forth; but 
il continued to he abundant on both the 
east and west: sides of the Isle of Man up 
to the 13th <'f March, at which time the 
incubation of the ovum was found to be not nior 
completed in a great portion of tho Fish 
spawn, and the embryos had become free. 
Oil the 25th scarcely a trace of spawn 
could be delected, and nearly the wdiole 
of the adult fish had left the Forth. 

Prof. Alluian draws attention to the 
fact "that the deposit of spawn, as evi- 
dence by the appearance of spent her- 
rings, did not take place till about sixty- 
live days after the appearance of the her- 
ring in the Firth," and arrives at the 
conclusion that "the incubation probably 
continues during a period of between 
twenty-tive to thirtv days," adding, how- 
ever, that the estimate must for the 
present be regarded as only approximate. 
It was on this and other evidence that wc 
based our conclusion that the eggs of the 
herring "are hatched in at most from two 
to three weeks after disposition." 

Within the last few years a clear light 
lias been thrown upon this question by 
the labors of the West Baltic Fishery 
Commission, to which I have so often 
bad occasion to refer. It has been found 
that artificial fecundation is easily prac- 
ticed, and that the young lish may be 
kept in aquaria for as long as five 
'months. Thus a great body of accurate 
information, some of it of a very unex- 
pected character, has been obtained re- 
specting the development of the eggs, and 
the early condition of the young herring. 

It turns out t hat, as is the ense with 
other fishes, the period of incubation is 
closely dependent upon warmth. When 
the water has a temperature of S3 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, the eggs of the lior- 
rjng hatch in from (i to 8 days: the aver- 
age being seven days. And this is a very 
interesting fact when we bear in mind 
the conclusion to which the inquiries of 
the Dutch meteorologists, and, more late- 
ly, those of the Scottish Meteorological 
Society, appear to tend, namely, Unit the 
shoals prefer water of about 55 degrees. 
At ."(> degrees Fahrenheit, the period of 
incubation is lengthened to eleven days; 
at 4(i degrees to fifteen days; and at 88 
degrees 'it. lasts forty days. As the 
Forth is usually tolerably cool in the 
month of March, it is probable that 
Prof. Allman's estimate comes very near 
the truth for the particular ease which 
be investigated. 

The young, when they emerge from the 
egg, are from one-fifth to one-third of an 
inch, in length, and so extremely unlike 
the adult herring that they may properly 
be termed larvae. They have enormous 
e.\es and an exceedingly slender body, 
with a yelk bag protruding from its fore- 
part. The skeleton is in a very rudimen- 
tary condition; there are no ventral fins; 
and instead of separate dorsal, caudal, 
ami anal fins, there i* one continuous fin 
extending from the head along the back. 
Totllid the tail, and then forward to the 
velk hntr. The intestine is a simple tube, 
ciliated internally; there is no air-bladder 
and no branchiae are yet developed. The 
heart is a mere contractile vessel, and the 
blood is a clear Uuid without corpuscles. 
At fust the larva" do nol feed, but mere- 
ly grow at the expense of the yelk which 
gradually diminishes. 

Within three or lour days after hatch- 
ing, the length has increased, by about 
half the original dimensions, the yelk has 
disappeared. I he cartilaginous skeleton 
apnea rs, and the hearl becomes divided 
into its chambers; but the young lish at- 
tains nearly double its first length before 
blood corpuscles are visible. 



there is any good evidence against the 
supposition that the herring readies its 
spawning condition in one year. There 
is much reason to believe that the eggs 
are hatched in at most, from two to three 
weeks after deposition, and that in six or 
seven weeks more (that is at most ten 
weeks from the time of laying the eggs) 
the young have attained three inches in 
length. Now it has been ascertained 
that a young sniolt may leave a river and 
return to it again in a couple of mouths 
increased Mil bulk eight or ton fold, ami 
as a herring lives on very much the same 
food as a siiiolt, it appears possible that 
it should increase in the same rapid ratio. 
Under these circumstances nine mouths 
would be ample time for it to enlarge 
from three to ten or eleven inches in 
length. If may be fairly argued, how- 
ever, that it is not very safe to reason 
analogically from the rate of growth of 
one species oi fish to that of another; 
nnd il may be well to leave tho question 
whether the herring attains its maturity 
in twelve, fifteen or sixteen months open, 
in the tolerably than assurance that the 
period last named is the maximum/' 

On comparing these conclusions witli 
the results of the careful observations of 
the Baltic commissioners, it. appears that 
we somewhat over-estimate the rate of 
growth of the young herring, and that 
the view taken by Yarrell and Mitchell is 
more nearly correct. For supposing that 
the rate of growth after six months con- 
tinues the same as before, a herring 
twelve months old will be nearly six 
inches long, and at eighteen months eight 
or nine inches. lint full herrings may be 
met with little more than seven inches 
ong, and they are very commonly found 
than nine inches in length, 
mien distinguish four ' states of 
the herring. Fry or sile. when not larg- 
er than sprats; unities, when larger than 
this, witli undeveloped roe or milt; full 
fish, with largely developed roe or milt; 
and spent or .shotten fish, which have re- 
cently spawned. 

Herring fry of tho size of sprats are 
distinguished from /till fish not merely 
by their size, but in addition by the very 
slight development of the milt or roe, 
nnd by the accumulation of fat in the ab- 
dominal cavity. Hands of fat are found 
in the mesentery alongside the intestine, 
and filling up the interspaces between the 
pyloric caeca. 

Malies (the name of which is a corrup- 
tion of the Dutch word for a maiden) re- 
semble the fry in these particulars, but ;f 
they are welUfed, the deposit of fatty 
and other nutritive matter takes place, 
not only about, the abdominal viscera, lmt 
also beneath the skin and in the inter- 
stices of the flesh. Indeed, when nour- 
ishment is abundant, this inlilteration of 
the flesh with fat may go so far that the 
lish cannot readily he preserved and must 
be eaten fresh. The singularly delicate 
I-oeh Pyne herring are in this condition 
early in the season. When the small 
crustaceans, on which the unities chiefly 
feed, are extremely abundant the fish 
gorge themselves with them to such an 
extent that the conical crop becomes 
completely distended, and the Scotch fish- 
ermen give them the name of '*gut-pock" 
herrings, as much as to say "pouch-gut- 
ted fish, and nn absurd notion is current 
that these herrings are diseased. How- 
ever, the "gut-pock" herrings differ from 
the rest only in having their pouch full 
instead of empty, as it commonly is. 

As the fish passes from the niatie to 
the full condition, the milt and roe begin 
to grow at the expense of the nutriment 
thus stored up; and, as these organs be- 
come larger ana" occupy more and more 
space in the abdominal cavity, the ex- 
cess of nutritious substance is transferred 
to them. The fatty deposit about the 
intestine and pyloric caeca gradually dis- 
appears and the flesh becomes poorer. 
It would appear that by degrees the lish 
cense to feed at all. At any rate, there 
is usually no food in tho stomach of a 
herring which approaches maturity. Tn 
all these respects there is the closest re- 
semblance between the history of the her- 
ring and that of other fishes such as the 
salmon — the part corresponding to tin' 
herring fry or sile, the grilse and the 
"clear fish" of large size of the unities. 

At length spawning takes place, the 
accumulated nutrition, transformed into 
eggs or spermatic fluid, is expelled, and 
(be lish is left in that lean depauperat- 
ed stale which makes a "shotten herring" 
proverbial. In this condition it answers 
to the salmon "kelt," and the milt or roe 
are now shrunk and flaccid and can be 
blown uji with ah- like empty bags. if 
the spent fish escapes its myriad enemies, 
it doubtless begins to feed again and once 
more passes into the malic state in pre- 
paration for the next breeding season. 
But the nature of this process of recuper- 
ation has yet to! he investigated.

A Talk to the 
Oakland Electors 



Mayoralty Candidates Discuss 
Issues at (Meeting Held 
Last Evening. 





Convincing Speech by Charles 
Hay ward the Popular 
Candidate. 



The electors living in the vicinity of 
the Oakland! lire hull, to the number 
of a score and a half, had an opportu- 
nity last night to listen to the candi- 
dates for municipal honors, and for 
Hourly three hours (ho audience that 
tilled the little building gave an intelli- 
gent hearing to the numerous speakers. 

J. W. Bolden occupied the chair and 
called upon the three North Ward rep- 
resentatives in the council to speak 
first. 

In turn Aldermen Hall, Hanna and 
Fullorton told the trssiemblage of their 
efforts 111 the council during the past 
year, and replied to several questions 
asked by those present. Then fol- 
lowed ex- Alderman Bragg and Mr. 
Spragge, who advanced reasons why 
they sought civic honors. Regret was 
! expressed that G. Penketh waB Unable 
to be present, and a. plea for his can- 
didacy was put in. as also for C 
I Davey, who was also running in the 
! North Ward. 

Mr. Morley then took the platform 
and in opening- said he purposed mak- 
[ ing tlie campaign in a straight- 
forward, manly fashion. lie con- 
i fesseil that his chief reason In 
j entering the mayoralty contest was his 
determination to do away with "cor- 
porate Influence." He cited as cases 
where such insidious Influence had hurt 
the city's best Interest as the Songhees 
reserve, the refusal of the electric 
light company to place the wiring of 
Government street underground, the 
| waterworks suit and in several other 
smaller matters. Then he went after 
the Victoria Property Owners' Asso- 
ciation, which lie described as a small 
clique of big land holders who had, to 
the detriment of the city, obtained cer- 
tain amendments to the Municipal Act 
which had caused the disfranchise- 
ment of a number of citizens. 

The waterworks question ami lis 
history was dealt with at some length. 
He told how lie had collected certain 
data which had been tiled at the city 
hall, but in spite' of all the pressure 
he could bring and that of the rate- 
payers, nothing was ever done, and he 
declared that the city was still in the 
same relative position as it had bee'n 
for years — lacking an adequate supply, 
both for residential anil fire protection 
purposes. Mr. Morley stated that he 
had a scheme partially worked out on 
paper and in his head that, if elected 
mayor, he would see brought into play. 

Next he touched on the question of 
municipal ownership of public utilities 
and said that results showed elsewhere 
that a better service was obtained and 
in addition a material reduction was 
had in taxes by reason of the revenue 
derived by the city from such utilities. 

While admitting he had not been in 
the council, he had served, he said, in 
other large capacities; and thought 
himself well callable by such experi- 
ence of being entrusted by the electors 
with the ofnco of mayor to guide the 
destinies of Victoria. 

of the big corporations, he thought 
their Intentions were all right, but once 
they became masters they were verit- 
able tyrants. "No town can succeed 
under a monopoly, and no industries 
can he brought to a town until the 
public utilities are brought down to a 
reasonable basis of charges, and this 
can only be done by municipal owner- 
ship," he declared. 

Taking up the lack of system at the 
city hall, he quoted Vancouver as 
saving $(1,0(11) a year by installing a. 
system of accounting in the city hall 
there, ami he also favored having an 
independent audit for Victoria, in con- I 
elusion he said that if elected he I 
would endeavor to nerve the best in- 1 
terests of all the citizens and give a 
square deal all around. 

Ex-Mayor Hayward was warmly 
greeted on hising to speak. Most of 
his address was devoted to tear- 
ing down the arguments of his oppon- 
ent, in which he scored several times, 
and ia replying, at the close, to ques- 
tions propounded by two of Oaklands' 
elect ors.
